Commissioner: 

While reviewing the Patent Term Adjustment of 147 days indicated on the Notice of 
Allowance mailed November 1, 2004, in reference to the Patent Term Adjustment History from 
the USPTO web site, applicant has determined that an additional applicant's delay of 31 days has 
not been included in the patent term adjustment calculation. Specifically, an amendment and 
RCE in response to the final Office Action mailed March 22, 2004 was received by the Patent 
Office on July 23, 2004, which should have resulted in an additional 31 day reduction to the 
patent term adjustment based on 37 CFR § 1.704. Applicant believes, however, that no such 
reduction was indicated or accounted for in the Patent Term Adjustment calculation by the 
USPTO. 

Therefore, applicant requests that the Patent Term Adjustment be reduced from 147 days 
to the correct term adjustment of 116 days to account for the additional 31 day reduction.
